A powerful explosive within a small 
trunk blew the box to pieces as two 
baggagemen unloaded it from a truck in 
Union Station Monday. The baggage- 
men—Warner Sparks of 363i Finney ave- 
nue and Hugh Gavin of 3300 St. Vincent 


avenue—were severely burned, and Gav- 
in’s left arm was plerced by a sharp 
-plece of stone, apparently ore, which 
was blown from the inside ef the trunk. 

The injured men were sent to St. 
Mary’s Hospital. Dr. McCandless said 
both were seriously injured. 

Investigation of the shattered rem- 
nants of the trunk showed @ miner's 
cap, jacket and trousers and a smail 
book in Slavic characters, apparently a 
religious work. On the fiyieaf was writ- | 
ten in English characters the name 
“Ivan Denister.”’ 

‘Austrian Passport. 

A document found with the book was 
pronounced to be an Austrian pass- 
port. 

The check showed that the trunk was 
forwarded to St. Louis from .Appala- 
ghia, Va., and reached Union Station on 
the L. & N. train arriving at 7:40 a.m. 
The accident occurred nearly two hours 
after the train's arrival, in the ground 
floor of the baggage room. 

Sparks said that an explosion occurred 
in the trunk as he lifted it from the 
truck, and before it had touched the 
ground. He was burned and dropped 
the trunk. An instant later there was 
‘@ second and much louder explosion. 
The pieces of ore were scattered, About, 
and one wounded Gavin's arm. 

, Mystery of Explosive. 

It was supposed that the explosive was 
dynamite, although some maintain that 
dynamite would have wrecked the gran- 
© §toid platform as well as the trunk, ond 
would have killed everyone standing 
near. 

The trunk was of a cheap sort, rivet- 
ed with sheetiron bands. 

A policeman was stationed at the bag- 
gage counter, to arrest any claimant 
who might appear with a tug the dupli- 
cate of that on the trunk.

“As we hit them with a bump we 
saw to our horror the glare of a 
locamotive apparently right upon us. 
At this moment the crossing watch- 
man, who should have lowered the 
gates two minutes before seemed to 
have lost his head at the imminence of 
an accident and hurriedly slammed 
the gate down In our path. 

“The three men on the front platform 
jurmmped, but I did not have presence of 
mind to do so. I stood there spell- 
bound expecting death.

PASSENGER BOAT, ON FIRE, 
RACES UP NEW YORK BAY 


Many Firemen Overcome 
Smoke Before Blaze Is 
Extinguished. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

NEW YORK, July 28.—With a fire 
in her hold the Hamilton, one of the 
crack steamers of the Old Dominion 
Line, from Norfolk and Newport 
News, raced up the bay tonight 
while two fireboats, ready for action 
kept abreast of her. 

Lining the rail the steamers’ 250 
passengers, ignorant of the true sit- 
uation, shouted encouragement to the 
purfing: tugs which appeared bent on

The damage was not great, but the 
Hamilton will be out of commission 
temporarily.

PROTESTS INNOCENCE 





American Adjudged Guilty Be- 
cause His Train Stopped 
Where Crime Occurred.

MEXICO CITY, Mexico, July 2.— 
United States Ambassador. D.. R. 
Thompson has been requested to take 
up with his home Government the case 
of C. C. Walker of Columbia, Mo., who 
was convicted of maiming cattle in a 
car at Saltillo nearly eighteen months 
ago. He was imprisoned. March 9, 1906, 
and has been in close confinement since. 

Walker was convicted on circumstan- 
tial evidence only, and this was so 
slight as to make conviction almost 
ludicrous. The sole proof that he en- 
tered the cattle car ana maimed a num- 
ber of cows therein was that a train on 
which he was a passenger stopped at 
Saltillo at 2 a. m. and remained there a 
half hour. 

The Missourian proved by the sleep- 

ing car porter that he had not left his 
berth during the stop at Saltillo, but 
this testimony seemed of no _ conse- 
quence to the court. . The prosecution 
Claimed that half an hour was ample 
time Yor Walker to leave his train and 
maim the cattle in another. 
The wounded cows belonged to D. S. 
Pipes of Missouri, a shipper to Mexico, 
as Walker has been for several years. 
He estimated the loss at 7000. The 
crime was not discovered until the 
cows reached Mexico City, and there 
was no actual evidence that they had 
been attacked while at Saltille. 

Ambassador Thompson is expected to 
Vashington for a thorough investiga- 
tion of the remarkable case. 


MAN IN MEXICO JAIL IS 
PROMINENT IN HOWARD CO.

COLUMBIA, Mo., July 29.—C. C. 
Walker, who was convicted in Mexico on 
a charge of maiming fine milch cows 
which were being shipped by Boone 
County persons to a son of President 
Diaz, lived at Whitestore, seven miles 
from Fayette. He has many relatives 
in Columbia and is well known here. 
His family is one of the most prominent 
in Howard County. His father is Chas. 
Cc. Walker. 

The younger Walker is about 40 years 
old and was a dealer in fine stock. He 
had long been shipping blooded cattle 
to Mexico. A man who was also en- 
gaged in this business, and with more 
success than Walker, was D. F. Pipes 
of Rocheport. In March, 1906, Mr. Pipes 
and S. C. Hunt of this city shipped 38 


fine Holstein milch and breeding cattle 
to Mexico, They were valued at $250 a 
head. 

At Saltillo the freight train was side- 
tracked. C. C. Walker, according to 
the evidence, was riding north on his 
way to the United States and got off 
the train at Saltillo on the opposite side 
of the station and went to the yard- 
master to find out about the cattle. Rep- 
resenting himself as the owner of the 
stock, it is alleged, he borrowed a knife 
from a railway man, changed his 
clothes in a freight office and was seen 
coming from the car. He said that he 
had found it necessary to remove the 
udder from one of the finest cattle in 
the car. Thirty-five of the cattle were 
injured and were immediately sold to 
a slaughter house at Saltillo. 

The man who was in charge of the 
car, Hans Peterson, a young foreigner, 
remained in Jail there many days as 
the man who was suspected of the act. 
Walker has remained in Jail in Mexico 
since his arrest. He was identified by 
the Pullman conductor with whom he 
rode to Saltillo, the men from whom he 
borrowed the knife and others. 


LIGHTNING KILLS AGED 
WATCHMAN AT HIS WORK 


Bolt Hits Him on the Head and 
Burns Down His 
Spine.

Takes Precaution to Prevent 
Any Chance of Typhoid 
Epidemic. 


SIX BLOCKS AFFECTED 





Rush of Dirty Water Caused 
by Break Does $20,- 
000 Damage. 





Assistant Health Commissioner Winn 
Monday took action to avert a typhoid 
fever epidemic being caused by the 
break in a city sewer at Ninth and 


Branch streets Sunday. 

In the district which was flooded by 
the sewage are six square blocks. Three 
of these are thickly settled with resi- 
dences and in the other three nealy five 
hundred men and women work every 
day. . 

Basements of homes and first floors 
of factories were flooded, and sidewalks 
and streets reekgwith the deposits which 
the overfiow left upon them. 

“The danger of typhoid is so great 
that the Health Department must act 
promptly,”’ said Mr. Winn. 

“IT. have sent Inspector Cook to the 
Branch street neighborhood and I will 
go there myself. I will at once issue 
an order that everyone in the district 

ust clean his premises, I understand 
that some of them are waiting for the 
damages to be assessed. The health of 
the entire city is more important than 
anv inuividual’s loss. 

“T shall have the Sewer Department 
send a man up there with me. If the 
sewage is left in those basements and 
. on the streets until decomposition sets 
it it will be almost impossible to check 
the development of typhoid, which 
Might spread all over 1e city.” 

The property loss is conservatively es- 
timated at $20,000. The dirty water cov- 
ered a territory two blocks square to 
a depth of from three to five feet, spout- 
ing into the air from manholes at Ninth 
and Branch streets, which was the cen- 
ter of last November’s flood. The heav- 
fest loser is the St. Louis Paper Can 
and Tube Cod., 3115 North Broadway, 

hich estimates the damage to a stock 

f paper stored in its basement at $10,- 
r Rocky Branch Drain. 

The: sewer is constructed in what was 
known a quarter of a century ago as 
the Rocky Branch drain—a cave and 
: creek -bed which then in its natural 
state proved ample for the drainage im- 
posed on it. The large territory it cov- 
ers has become thickly peopled, and re- 
cently the sewer has given evidence 
that its depth of 14 feet was-insuffi- 
cient. A construction company is deep- 
ening it. but no work has been done 
during the past month. 

The walls of the sewer collapsed half 
a block west of the Missouri Can Co., 
Hall and Branch stregts, which suffered 
a $5000 loss to its stock and machinery. 

Recent heavy rains drained through 

the sewer and the backwater from a 
rise in the Mississippi River put too 
great a strain on the choked passage, 
and the water found a vent through 
-manholes at Ninth and Branch streets, 
tossing the two-inch cast-iron covers 
high into air. 
' Nearly all the residents of the neigh- 
borhood were asleep when the flood oc- 
curred at 6:30 a. m. Sunday. Henry F. 
_Tebbe was awakened when the water 
swept into his home at Ninth and 
Branch streets, rushed to a window and 
returned to his bed in water above his 
knees. He carried his 3-months-old baby 
to a window, passed it through to Mrs. 
N. Flynn of 3304 North Eleventh street, 
and went back to aid his wife, who 
was almost helpless from fright.

Haywood Going Back to Work. 

William D. Haywood, who was brand- 
ed an “‘unedsirable citizen’? by President 
Roosevelt, but was acquitted of com- 
plicity in the murder of former Gov. 
Steunenberg, is going back to Denver 
to take up the work of the Western 
Federation of Miners, where he left it 
when he was arrested, charged with a

Haywood Gives Out Statement. 


This statement was given out this 
morning by Haywood: 

“I appreciate the support of the work- 
irg classes extendei to us throughout 
che country. I hope to be able during 
the coming year to personally express 
that appreciation. I have no feeling 
nor ill will toward any person. My in- 
tention is to get back to Wenver and 
tuke up my work where I left it off 
when I was placed under arrest. 

“As to the outcome of the trial, I 
have never had any fear, ‘Senator Bo- 
rah treated me most fairly, and I appre- 
ciate it. Judge Wood was eminently 
fair to me, and I have extended to him 
my thanks for his treatment of me 
through the ordeal of this trial. I do 
notin any way blame Gov. Gooding for 
the position he took.’’ 

Inquiry among the jurors after their 
dismissal revealed some of the elements 
entering into their decision.

Steunenberg board- 
ed for more than two years, said: “I 
could not reconcile myself to voting any 
other way than with the defense, and 
I think that under the law and the evi- 
dence there was nothing else for us to 
do.

It had 
to be acquittal or I would have stayed 
there forever.”

An overmastering pride caused Mrs. 
Nannie Leigh Long to hide from the 
world the actual extremity to which her 
fortune had been reduced at the time of 
her death, according to a remarkable 
statement made Monday by her friend, 
Carl W. Stuckman, to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. 

“I am satisfied that Mrs. Long made 
me pose as her son Woodward to the 
Coddingtons at Loch Sheldrake, N. Y.,’”’ 
said Mr. Stuckman. “It was I who sent 
the telegram which the Coddingtons 
mention as having called her hastily 
away from that resort last September. 
I signed it Karl, as I always did any 
message to her. She told them it was 
from her son, Karl.”’ 

“When she told the Coddingtons that 
the telegram was from her son in St. 
Louis and that she was hurrying back 
there to place him in a school near the 
city so that he might come in every 
Sunday to see her at the Monticello, she 
was referring to me. She never told me 
that her son's name was Karl Wood- 
ward. ‘Woody’ was the nickname she 
gave him. 

Got Money From Kahnweller. 

‘““My own name is Carl William Stuck- 
man. Mrs. Long had a son, I am satis- 
fied. I still maintain my eriginal state- 
ment to the Post-Dispatch that she told 
me she had not seen this son for years, 
that he had been weaned away from 
her. I know that Mrs. Long’s pride 
prevented her from admitting this forci- 
ble separation from Woodward Ber- 
trand. 

“I know that Mr. Kahnweiler sent her 
money orders from New York in the last 
days of her life. I know that he was 
her fiance. Mrs. Long would never have 
taken financial assistance from him un- 
less she had been reduced to necessity. 


“It broke her heart when after her 
marriage to Dr. Harry Long she lost 
the money that I know she possessed at 
that time. I know that they traveled 
about the country, stopping at the most 
expensive hotels and resorts, Mr. Long 
being in poor health. When she re- 
eae to “s ee Was dressed in 
mourning and gave it out tha 
had died in Denver, Colo. a 


“She told me that she had practiced 
this deception because she could not 
bear tho shame of revealing the div orce. 
Mrs. Long also told me that members of 
the Long family had tried to induce her 
to invest in the Long Syrup Co. but 
that she had refused to do so and that 
this refusal led up to the divoree. 

Sure Will Is Destroyed. 

“I said in the beginning of this in- 
vestigation that I was positive that 
Mrs. Long had destroyed her will after 
she returned to St. Louis from Denver. 

“She did so for the good reason that 


the investments it represented had been 
dissipated and she no longer had any- 
thing but her jewelry and other per- 
sonal effects. The jewelry she told me 
she wanted to go to ‘Woody,’ her son. 

“The reason she did not want Mr. 
Hausman, the former associate of Mr. 
Taussig, to open the will was that she 
did not want him or anyone else to 
know her situation.’

NEWCASTLE, Pa., July 29.—After 
working for months and spending 
thousands of dollars spreading a drag 
net that has caught men in three states, 
the United States Steel Corporation has 
rounded up what is believed to be the 
worst gang of Black Hand assassins in 
the country. Forty men are now in Jalil 
in Newcastle, Youngstown, Sharon, Pa.; 
Plainfield, N. J., arrd Rochester, N. Y. 

A dozen murders in the Mahoning and 
Shenago valleys are attributed to the 
gang. One, it is claimed, was commit- 
ted by a boy of 19, the policemen say, 
who boasted of being a member of the 
Black Hand. 

The arrest and breaking up of the 
Bang were due to County Detective 
Creighton G. Logan of Lawrence 
County, Chief W. W. McDowell of 
Youngstown and « tectives employed 
by the Steel Corporation. 

The gang was firmly entrenched, hav- 


Its 
headquarters were at Hillsville, a 
quarry town in Lawrence County, a 
ew miles west of Newcastle. There are

Honore Jaxon Says Haywood 
Prosecutamp Lost Sense of Per- 
spective in Pushing Orchard. 








NO BLAME FOR’ ROOSEVELT 





Declares President Is Aristocrat and 
Thought He Was Boing 
Popular Thing. 


Honore Jaxon, Chicago labor leader 
classed by President Roosevelt with 
Debs, Moyer and Haywood as an “un- 
desirable citizen,’’ who is in St. Louis 
in the interest of the Indian tribe, of 
which he is a member, was asked by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Monday what he 
thought of the Haywood verdict. 
“fT am not disposed to crow over the 
President,’ said he. ‘‘Roosevelt has ex- 
cellent intentions and I don't blame him 
for his opinion concerning Debs, Moyer 
and Haywood. 
“T blame his environment. He was 
born an aristocrat and was given that 
class of education which constitutes the 
peculiar impediments of aristocrats. 
Roosevelt Has Illusions, 
“Tt is not to be wondered at that, al- 
though Roosevelt claims to be a ‘prac- 
tical’ man, he has not been practical 
enough to get into that soul touch with 
the people who actually produce things 
which would have saved him from the 
illusion regarding Debs, Moyer and Hay- 
wood. 

“Roosevelt formed the impression that 
the masses were down upon them. His 
characterization of them as undesirable 
was really dictated by unconscious 
diplomacy. 

“The majority have always had for 
Debs, Moyer and Haywood an affection 
so deep that the present verdict may 
well be regarded as a national bless- 
Ink. 

Other Verdict Impossible. 

“As an impartial Indian onlooker at 
the white man’s game I can't well see 
how the jury could have reached any 
other decision. The evidence of Orchard 
was so plainly not only self-interested, 
but morbidly imaginary that it actually 
tended to discredit such corroboration 
as the efforts of the Pinkerton and oth- 
er detectives spent more than a year in 
gatnering. 

‘Tl was astounded at the glaring lack 
of perspective shown by the lawyers for 
the State in giving such prominence to 
Orchard’s testimony.”’

MODERN FEUDALISM. 

Members of reform leagues in and out of St. 
Louis might profit by reading occasionally one 
of the “historical novels” of the medieval period. 
If they do not like the Indiana school, they might 
go back to Walter Scott. If they want confirma- 
tion of the meaning of the dungeon under tne 
feudal castle in “A Legend of Montrose,” they 
can find it in Blackstone or in Hallam. 

This feudalism in our own time _ operates 
through the delegation of the police functions. 
Wherever the power of laying the hands of co- 
ercion on the person of the citizen is delegated 
to private persons, organized or not, it is feudal- 
ism, with all the disastrous possibilities of feudal- 
ism in it. 

It has been so delegated in St. Louis, Chicago, 
New York and other cities. In New York various 
private societies are incorporated to make ar- 
rests at pleasure for the arbitrary purposes of 
their own benevolence. As corporations, they are 
not allewed to imprison their captives in pri- 
vate cells, it is true. They must still use the 

| public “holdover” and common jail and submit 
to review by the courts, as indeed feudal clans 
and feudal organizations of all kinas were sup- 
posed to do finally in the Middle Ages. 

St. Louis societies which use, or seek to use, 
private police in carrying out their corporate pur- 
poses, are to that extent reacting into feudalism. 
The benevolence of their purposes may make thé 
reaction worse. It has often done so in the past. 
It will do so in the future in the measure in 
which the police power, which is one of the most 
important sovereign powers, is delegated or al- 
lowed to be exercised at all for private purposes. 
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Why should a policeman be assigned to the

ism upon the limbs of labor. Every Socialist and 
trades unionist in the country was asked to be- 
lieve that Haywood could not have a fair trial; 
that he was to be hanged regardless of the evi- 
dence; that he was to be the helpless victim of 
a judicial murder because he had dared defend 
union men. 

Yet a “corporation court” took the utmost pains 
to safeguard all of Haywood’s rights and privi- 
leges. A “corporation Judge” charged the jury 
strongly in favor of the defendant, emphasizing 
the fact that— 

“Under the statutes of this State, a persen can- 
nut be convicted of a crime upon the testimony of 
an accomplice, unless such accomplice is corrovo- 
rated by other evidence, which, of itseif, and 
without the aid of the testimony of accomplices, 
tends to connect the defendant with the commis- 
sion of the offense charged, and the corroboraticn 
is not sufficient if it merely shows the commis- 
sion of the offense or the circumstances thereof.” 
A jury composed of “puppets of plutocracy” 
picked to convict Haywood, after carefully weigh- 
ing all the evidence in the case, decided that he 
was not guilty and accordingly brought in a 
verdict of acquittal.

WHAT GUM ARABIC REALLY IS 


UM ARABIC, which forms one of the more important minor exports of 
Egypt, is really the sap from a special kind of tree which grows from 
three to five yards in height, whole forests of which are found in the 


G 


Kordofan Province, and also near Gedid, in the White Nile Province. The 
natives are free to collect the gum. The season during which the trees yield 
their sap runs from December to May. Prior to gathering the crop the natives 
prepare the trees by slightly cutting the bark in numerous places. The sap 
then exudes, solidifies in the shape of large and small lumps and is afterward 
gathered by hand, such gathering being done before the rainy season com- 
mences. There are two M@in classes of gum—amber-like and bleached. In the 
latter the gum is merely exposed to the strong action of the sun—generally in 
Omdurman—while in the former instance it is allowed to retain its natural 
amber color. The confectionery trade Is perhaps the principal purchaser of 
gum arabic, though a very large number of other industries—chemical works, 
printing and dyeing mills, letterpress printers and so on—are interested in this 
product of the Soudan.

LIFT FALLS FOUR FLOORS 
AND KILLS TWO WORKMEN 


They Were Taking Crates of Glass 
to Upper Floor When 
Rope Broke. 


Two men were killed Sunday after- 
noon when an elevator in the Ely- 
Walker Dry Goods Co., being erected at 
Sixteenth street and Washington ave- 
nue, dropped from the fourth floor to 
the basement. 

John Ward, 31 years old, of 1442 North 
Tenth street, and Paul J. Grote, 27 
years old. of 14€8 Prairie avenue, the 
dead men, were employed by the Pitts- 
burg Plate Glass Co. They were tak- 
ing crates of glass to the top floor 80 as 
to be ready Monday morning for the 
glaziers.
